break and run, and after to-ſhriok from the Bones; 
whice putrid matter came out abundantly, cauſing ex- 
quifite pain andrormentr, and the ſmell was-ſo offenſive 
that thoſe who came to viſit him ( who were many 
thouſands) were not able to ſtand without Door, ex- 
cept they had Herbs and other things to ſmell to: 
After this, many little Worms came out of his rotten 
fleſh, and both his Legs fell off at his Knees, and then 
both his yands ; he confiantly acknowledging it to be 
the juft Judgment of God, for this fearful curſing of 
himſelf, and forall his other ſivs, defiring the Prayers 
of ſome Reverend Divines who came to vifitthim-jn 
his Miſery, * That God would give him Repentance, 
© and pardon his Sins of Idleneſs, Stealing, Lying, Cur» 
© fing, Swearing, Drunkenneſs, Unclean Thoughts, 
'© 2nd conftant Prophaneneſs, and that he would ſave 
« him for Chriſts ſake, and give him Patience in the 
© mean time. Thus he continued a dreadful SpeRacle 
of Divine Juſtice for ſome Weeks, and then died. 
Thus tho Sentence agaioft every evil Work is not al- 
ways executed ſpeedily, yet God leaves not himſelf 
without witneſs 1n this as well as in former Apes, as 
manifelily appears by the foregoing dreadful Fxam- 
ples. 
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CHAP. IL 


The miſerable Ends of Magicians, Conjurers 
and Witches, with an Account of Appariti- 
ons, Poſſeſſions aud other wonderful Feats 
and 1llsſions of the Devil. 


I" Hat there are really Magicians, Corjurers and 
Witches, who have Commerce and Familiari- 
with evil Spirits, is ſo clear from Holy Scripture, 
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24The miſerable Ends of Magicians Witches: 
theiſts who. would perſuade theinſclves there are no 
Spirits, and conſequcntly no other Life after this, Je» 
ny it ; but ſince the reallity of this Converſe with De- 
mons, and their Appearances , and Pofſeſſhons has 
been ſo clearly demonftrated by Perſons of acute Lear- 
ning and Judgment, who have fully anſwered all Ob- 
jeaons: I ſhall nor engage in the Captroverſy, but 
give an account of the miſerable D:aths of ſome Per- | 
ſons concerned in theſe curſed Arcs, and of ſome re- | 
markable Apparitions and ARions of evil Spirits, and 


heir pofſcfliong of the Bodies of Perſons, and torment- 


them ; with other range Feats and Iluficns of 
Satan, Colieted from approved Authors; with the 
danger of being vainly curious, in knowing future E- 
vents, or to <niquire of theſe Secrets, which 1s ſo ſtrike 
ly forbid in the Law of Moſes. 

[. Saul, the firſt King of lirac!, beivg much diffurbed | 
for ſear of the Philiftines, would by all means know 
the iſſue of this doubtful War, and whereas whilft he 
obeyed the Commands of God, he had cleared his 
Realm of Witches and Inchanters, yer is now fo ſerſ- 
leſs, as in his extremity to aſk Counſel of them , ad- 
ding this wickedneſs to the reſt of his Sins, that the 
meaſare might be full : So he went to a Witch to 
know his Fate, who cauſed a Devil to appear in the 
ſhape of Samuel, and foretel Gods juft Judgment up- 
on him jn the final deftruftion both of himſelf and |}

benicched with a falſe Opinion fell to worſhip him;

Hzrds, cauſing hiniſclf ro be carried in the Air by De« 
vils from Carania- ro Corftautinople, and aſter back 
ag2in from thence 1nto Sicilia, This made him admi- 
red and the People imagining a Divine Power was in 
him, offer'd him Divine Honour; But at laſt Leo Bj- 
ſhp of Carania, laid hands on this Deviliſh Magician 
before them, and cauſed bjm to becaR alive inco an 
hot burnions Furnace where he was conſumed to Athes, 
Schou:rs.

; . markable Revolutions in the Fortunes of confi: 
deradble Places or Perſons, but there were certain pre- 
vious Preſages thereof: And though ſome may be on- 
ly accidental and edapted to the occafion by the Inge. 
nuity of others ; yet many may ſeem ſent on purpoſe 
fromHeaven with no obſcure intimations of whatDivine 
Providence was abour to bring to paſs, 

It js obſervabie that when men who fir in the place 
of God, ſhall through Corruption or Malice oppreſi 
the Innocenr, 1n ſuch Caſes the ſupream Judge of: 
reſerves the deciſion of the Cauſe tro be made at his 
- Own Bar, and hath inſpired the [vjured to give Oppreſy] Y' 
ſors a ſummons of Appearance, which they have notf| '! 
been able ro avoid tho' ſometimes told the affixed days 
wherein their Deſtiny ſhould happen :. Of both which 
we ſhal! recite ſeveral Examples.

he cried our, Wo, Woto Jeruſalem : This he conti- 
ned to the time of the Siege even for ſeven years to-

XXV. Felix Ear! of Wurtemburg, a Captain ro 
Charies V- being a: Supper at Ausburg, with many of 
his Compani:-ns. tFey breathed cut horrible threatnirgs 
againſt the Proreſtants, and the Earl ſwore defore all 
of chem, That before he died, he would ridc up to his

Albertns Pighius a great Enemy to the Goſ- 
pe], called The Lutherans Scourge, being at,Bulloign at 
the Coronation of the Emperor, to behold the Pomp 
and Glory thereof, the Scaffold whereon he food, fell 
down and Pighius came tumbling headlong amongſt the 
Guard thar ſtood below, and fell upon the points of 
their Halberds, which ran quite thorow his Body , the 
reft of the Company eſcaping without any great hurt.

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- Apoſtates and Perſecutors, -bo_ 
him: Theſe thoughts with ſome fearful Viſions. much 
terrified and altered his Mind from thoſe extremities 
the Clergy put him upon ; for one night as he lay at 
Linlithgow , ir ſeemed thar Tho. Scor, Juſtice Clerk, 
came to him with a Company of Devils crying Woe 
worth the day that ever I knew thee or thy Service, for 
ſerving thee againſt God and his Servants, I am now 
judged to Hell rorments : Awaking he called for Lights 
and told his Servants what he had heard and ſeen: 
next morning word was brought the Juftice Clerk was 
dead, which fell out juſt at the time when the King 
was ſo troubled, and almoſt 1n the ſame manner, for 
he died in great terror of Mind, often repcating theſe 
words; By the Righteous Judgment of God am I con- 
demned j and the mancer of his Death anſwering the 
Kings Dream ſo exaftly made 1t yet more terrible to 
him. - Another Viſion he had which did more «ffrighr 
him, for he thought Sir James Hamilcon came with a 
drawn Sword in his Hand, and cut off both his Arms, 
threatoing in a ſhort time to return and deprive him 
of his Life, with which he awaked, and- as he lay mu- 
ſing what his Dream ſhould ſignify, news was brought 
him of the Death of his two Sons, James and Arthur; 
the onedying at St, Andrews,and tie other at Sterling

often appearcd to him with burning Torches, laſhing 


bim tor that cruel Murder ; yet he continued his, But- 
cherics, mufthering his Aunt Domiria , and Antonlg 
the Daughter of Claudius , for refufing to matry him 
was {lain 3 pretending ſhe went to make Innovarions in 
the State, He hired Conjurers to lay the Ghoſt of his 
Mother : He cauſed Criſpinus his Son in law by Pop» 
pea to be drowned: He flew many others who by 
blood and affiaity were near him: He murdered Aulus 
Plancus a young man, afrer he had by violence com-. 
mitted $odomy with him : He forced his Maſter Sene- 
ca to Kill himſelf, tho he he had often ſworn char he 
would perifh himſelf, rather than do him hurt; and 
ſent poiſon to his ocher Maſter Burrhus. Divers rich 
' Freed Men and others who helped him to the 
| Empire he murthered © by mixing Poiſon in thei£ 
Mear or Drink: Neither was he le cruel to others , 
eſpecially after iwo abel IO ; ſomeof the Conſpi- 
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arors confeſſed the FaQ, faying, That chey knew not 
bur by his Dearth how to free him from all that wicked 
rels wherewith he had defiled himſeit. Nero aſking 
Sulpitius Aper a Centurion, why he conſpired againſt 

, he anſwered, Becauſe I knew not how by-any 
other means to do thee a kindneſs : Aﬀter this he ſet 
no bounds to his Cruelty, murtherirg whom he pleaſec's 
He-gave not above an hour to any, and had Chiruregt- 
ons ready te cur all their Veins if they made any de- 
lay : His Profuſeneſs and Prodigality anſwered hig 


Eruelty : ſaying often, That theſe who proportioned +: 


their Expences to their Incomes were ſordid and-co- 
veroug;/ und that they only who moft profuſely and 
prodipally waftedtheir Eflates, were magrificetit and 
Praiſe worthy, He.never put on the ſame Apparel 
twice: He was extravagant in Buil4irg, and when his 


Treaſury:was exhauſted, endeavoured by Rapive and 


Forgery to (enrich himſelf. When he conferred an 
Office ppdn any Man, he wou'd fav, Thou knoweſt 
what I want, Let us make it our Buſiveſs thar nene 


may have any thing but our ſelves. He took the curt-' 


ous [mages of the Heathen Gods of Gold and Silver 
out of. the Temple and fold them ; neither did he 
ſpare che City of Rome, for being difpleaſed with the

Xi. Antontus Heliogabilus, was infamous for cru- 


elty, gluttovy, Juſt and all wickeduef, and his Death 


was anſwerable to his Lite ; he had hi: Name from an 
Idol of the Sun, wiſe Prieft he nad beea 10 $yri2, 
and being rich, by his profuſe gifts to his Suldiers, 
was choſea Emperor. Such was his Luzurious: powp, 
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Pounds with Roſewater. His Garments were of fit 
. Gold, and coſt ly Silt ; his Shoes glifired with preti 
ous Stones, he was never ſerved two days with on: 
kind of Meat, nor wore one Garment twice; 

dored upon his Mother, with whom he committet 
Inceſt, aud did all by her appointment, and was th: 
firft that brought a Woman into the Senate, cauſing 
her to fitin the Conſuls Seat; he creed n Senate of 
Women, wherein many ridiculous Laws were made : 
he exerciſed all manner of filthineſs in his Pallace, 


and exceeded all others in Luft and Uncleanneſ ; 


and being unapt by Nature for the A& of Generation, 
he would turn himſelf intro a Woman, and ſought 
through the World for thoſe who were moſt prodigi 
ous for Debauchery to exerciſe their Luft upon him; 
he had ſome days for Dioner the Brains of Eftriches, 
the [Tongues of Popinjtys, and other finging Birds ; 
when he waz near the Sea he would never cat Fifh, 
but 10 places far diftavt from the Sea, was ſerved wit) 
moſt delicate Fiſh; his Table was furniſhed with ſeven 
thouſand Fiſhes, and five thouſand Fowls at one Sup- 
per ; in his progreſs he was attended with fix hundred 
Chariots ; he cruelly Sacrificed young Children, and 
conferred the beft Offices upon Bawds, Fidlers, Play- 
ers and the like ; and was an Enemy to all (obriety ; 
and when he was foretold by his Aftrologers that he 
ſhould Die a violeat D:ath, he - provided Ropes of 
Silk to Hang himſelf, Swords of Gold to Stab himſelf, 
and ftrong Poyſons in Jacinths and Emeraulds to Poy- 
ſon himſelf, if he ſhould on a ſudden be forced there- 
© to; he made an high Toiver, andcovercd the floot 
with plates of Gold inlaid with pretious Stones, and 
underneath the Window the ground was covered 
with Sands of Gold, from whence he might throw 
himſelf down it purſued-by his Enemics ; but Divine 
Vengeance would not ſuffer him to Die as he defied, 
for his Souldiers abhorring him, went to (elze him, 
'upou which he fled into an Houſe of Office, where 
they ſlew him, draggiog bim through the Streets of

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Rome, and crying out, Behold a Whelp of Cruel and 
Inſatiable Luft, and then threw him into Tyber, taft-

X{I1. Caligula another Roman Emperor, ſhewed 
his Cruelty firft to his own Kindred, difioberiting and 
ſlaying Tyberius Coheir with him ; he compelled his 
Father in Law to Murder himſclt, eovying his Nobt- 
lity, Virtues and Afﬀfniiy to him : He abuſed Virgins, 
Wivzs and Noble Women ;. he cauſed his Grand-mo- 
ther to kill ker ſelf for reproving him, and accufing 
his rwo Siſters, with whom he had committed Inceit - 
for Adulterefſes and Cenſpirators, baniſhed them ; 
he cauſed the head of the Image of Jupiter to be 
taken off, and his own to be put.in the place: He built his 
Pallace to the Market place, and (er up the Images of 
Pollux and Caſtor at his Gate, and ofc ſtanding be- 
tween them, would cauſe all that paſſed by to wer- 
ſhip him as a God, and fome of his flitrerers calied 
him Jupiter 3 he cauſed a Temple to be built ſor his 
God-head, and had Priefts and Sacrifices ; he wird 
Magiftrates (corvfully, and would reach forth his 
Hands and Feet to the Senators to be kiſted, and 
thoſe who had this favour, muſt publickly thank him 

for it in the Senate 3 ſome of the Servators hgprivately 
Murchered, and yet would have them cali'd tor as if 
Living, and afrer would declare they had Murdered 
themſelves; many perſons of Quality he would ftig- . 
matize, diſmember, condemn to che Mettle mines, io 
mend High-ways, to be caſt ro Wild Beaſts,or be San 
aſunder : He compeil'd Parents ro be preſent at the 
Torments of their Sons, and one excufing himſelf by 
reaſon of ſickneſs, he ſent his Liter for hit ; another 
for asking whether he might not ſhut his Eyes whilft 
his Children were tormented, he cauſed to be ſlain ; 
anocher Father he brought home from ſeeing the mi- 
ſerable Death of his Son, aud would force him to + 
jaugh, jeft and be merry. A Roman King being caſt 
o the Wild Beaſts, declared he was lnnoceat, upon 
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which he cauſed him to have his Tongue cut out, and 

then to be caft ro them again. If he wanted Crimi- 
nals to: throw to the Wild Beafts, he cauſed his Of- 
ficers to fieze any that ftood near, and throw them to 
be torn to pieces, having firft car out their Tongues 
that they mighe tellno Tales ; when he deſigned to 
deftroy any of the Senators, he ſuhorned ſome per- 
ſon to go into the Senate houſe, and there proclaim 
him 2 publick Enemy, and fo Marther bim ; ncither 
would he be fatisficd ti!l his Members and Bowels 
were drawn _abcut the Streers, ard then laid on a 
heap before him; he would nor ſuffer any robe flain 
preſently, but bid the Hangman ſo to ſtrike that they 
might feel themſelves Die. Ae had a Horſe named. 
Swv1fc, whom ' he jnvired to Supper, gave him Prc- 
vender in a Golden Mnger, ard drank Wine to him 
in G:den Bowls 3 he Swore by his Horſes Health and 
Fortune, and promiſed to make him a Conſul, a: he 
had made him a Prieſt; he cauſed aMarble Stable 
to be built for him, and a Manger of Ivory, with 
Horſecloaths of Parple, and a Chain of preticus S:5nes, 
He gave him a Houſe furniſbed with coftly Houſh Id- 
fiuft and Servants, th2 more (plendidly ro enrercain 
thoſe who in his Name were invired tobe his Gueſts 1 
heving by ſuch Mad profuſeneſs exhauſted his Trea- 
fury, he ſought by all! oprefſive means to ſupply his 
wants ; he diſennulled Mens Wills, becauſe they had 
nor made him their H=irs; he fl:wRich M:oand fi z- 
ed on their Eſtates, fo that I: was a Crime co-be Rich ;

He murdered Papinian a famous Lawyer, becauſe he 
would nor defend the murthering of his Brother , but 
ſaying, That it was eafier to commit Frarricide, than 
to excuſe it : He uſed ro commend Sylla and Tiberws 
two 4: bad #3 Himſelf, and fought to rcot out all the 
Imperial Family, or any eminent among the Senators, 
He raged againit ce People, caufing multitudes to be 
ſlain when met ar publick Plays: And being conſci- 
ous of their hatred he went into Germany, and thence 
to Macedonia; and at Alexandria czuſed rhe Schools of 
Ariſtotle co be deftroyed, and his Books to be burnt, 
becauſe ſaid he, Ariſtotle was of a Counſel ro poiſon 
Alexander: thence he went to Troy, and ſought out 
the Tomb of Achilles, thea ro Antioch to Alexanders 
Tomb, which two he pretended to imjtare;; and was

his Chamberlain Whether any body was with the Em- 
peror, he wittily anſwered, N », not fo much asa 
Fliez he eatertalned the People. with- coftly Shows 
whereia he fate as one ofth: H:athen Gods, come 
manding himſelf ro be called Lord and God, and ia 
his El:&s he uſed this Phraſe, Oar Lord and God 
com.niads this to be done 3 one whils he fer himſelf 
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to reform abuſes. and ena goad Laws, but quicklF 
returned 'ro his former Cruelty, caufing many S,cna- 
tors to Die 3 one becauſe he had a Map of the World 
in his Chaniber, and read the Orattons of Kings and 
Princes, recorded by Titus Livius; he banithed all 
Philofophers and Mathematicians, and ſought our 
new ways toenrich his Coffers ; his Cruelty was not 
oily great, but crafry, and uyexpeRed ; he would 
ſend fome away merrily, and with affurance of ſafery, 
ard preſently ſend men to Murther them ; and to a- 
buſe mens patience, he would never paſs any hard or 
unjuſt Sentence, without 'a Preface to fet forth hjs 
Clemency.

denyed the FaR, ti! the dead Corps was heard of. 
The Blind Man on this enquiry, informed what he 
had heard about that place where the Corps was found, 
and what the Murderer anſwered, ſaying withal, That 
he knew ther voice from any others; ſo ſeveral Priſo- 
rers were ordred to ſpeak the ſame words to the Blind 
Man, together with ine Murderer; but amongſt "them 
a!l he owning his Voice, the Villain with horror 
confefled the F2Q, and was deſervedly Executed.

ſedden with Sea-water, and his Eyes clofed up wih 
Salt: Iu this Extremity Providence preſents a Ship 
going for Antwerp, and the Wind not being favour- 
able,they were driven our of the way thither,and eſpy- 
in2 ſomething afar cf in the Sea, ſuppoſed it a Fiſh- 
crs Buoy, and Rteercd from it; Crow ſeeing this, held 
up his Cap, and ſhaked it, whereby they were moved

their fhallop ro Beifund ro their Captain, avd for fear 
of aeiay heaved their Veniſen cycrboard 5 bur having 
nocompals they wancred vp and down fo long, ti! 
the Ships were departed 3 This filled them with afto- 
viſhmenr, knowirg that veither Chriftian nor Heathen 


had ever {nhabired thoſe deſolate Climates, and they

lay in exttemltp,they reſolved to go roGreen Harbour 
td hunt for Veniſon, where they killed Nincteen New

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and four Bears, wich- which they laded their ſhallop, 
and finding another old ſhallop laded ir with the 
Greaves and Fritters of Whales boyled therethat year, 
|| and fo rock their way to Belſound tg their Tent where 
1} they intended to Winterz In their paſſage they had 
© like ro have loft all their Provifiou, bur ſaved itby 
running into the Sea, and by force drawing their ſhal- 
lop aſhore; they then arrived ar Belfound, took ont 
| their Proviſion, and with part ofa Tent, pieces of 
old Casks and old Shallops made up their Houſe and 
Cabins, where they Lodged two and two; and with 
| marvelus Toduftry provided Fire, Wood aud Irer 
a24inft the co'd; their Beds were the Deer-sKins 
'| dizd: Hwving fittedevery thing the beſt they could, 
Sep:ember 12. looking our into the Sound they eſpt- 
ed two Sea Horſes aſſkep on a piece of Ice, and with 
an old H:rping Ircn flew them both, then flead, roaſt- 
edand eat thew ; not long aficr they killed another; 
bur the Darkneſs and Cold increafing, and their Pro- 
viſion being too ſmall by half, they faſted Wedneſdays 
and Frydays, except from the Greaves of the Whale, 
a loathiome Meat z which they continued three 
Months : To, repair their Clothes they made Thred of \, 
Rope yarn and Needles of Whalebone ; OR, 10. the 
Nights being long the Sea was fiozen over and then 
Grief and Fear workipg vpon them, they prayed to:

Ivo my Companinn, I fell info ſuch deep Dc fſpair thar 
I thought to caſt rv ſelf into the Sea; I krow nor 
whither De'pair forced him to that extremity, or thar 
looking for Eggs on ihe fide of c'e Rock ne might fall 
in:o the Sea; I loft with my Comrade the Rnite 
wherewtlih wekilled che Sea. Dogs and the Mews upon 
which we lived, fo that nor able to kill any more, 
waz reguced to get out of the Boards of my Huta great 
Nail which I ſharpened con the Rock fo that it ſerved 
me tor a Knife: Laſt Winter fiodicg the Rock ard my 
Kut io covered wih Soow that 1:was impoſſible'ro 
get any thing abro:d, I put out a ſtick at the Crevice 
of my Hurt, ard baiting it with Sea Dogs #ar, got fowe 
Sea-mews wiiich I took with my Hand from under the 
Scow, and fo kept my ſelf from flarviog ; I lived in 
this ſolitude 11 Months, aud thought to end my Days 
in ir, when Gad ſent you hereto deliver me cut of 
the greateſt miſery thatever Man was in : The Seaman 
having ended his Diſcourſe, the Maſter of che Ehip 
treated him ſo well that ina few days he was quite a- 

other Creature; he fet him aſhore at Derry in [re-

 X7II. A Ship of Holland being driven againſt her 

will, came to Noua-Z=mbla and the Orange Iſlands in

and if they weat forthjzhe1 j:ws were ſo benummed, 
they could ſcarce recover their former heat, The Bears” 
being in the Dark aud dull of ſight, did nor venture 
abaoad to diftarh them, hut chere weres muictitude of 
F-xcij which they catchr in Traps, and made of 
them Food and Raimeat And after all, rhe Almighiy 
preſerved them, for in the Sprizg the Ice breaking 
they got their Ship again, and ſailed ſafe to Amfter- 
dam.

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giveth Grace to the humble; and how compaſhonate- 
I y dothh he perſwade Men to Repentance and Refor- 
mation ; Declaring, That whoſoever comethunto him, 
he. will is no wiſe caft off; yea, though their Sins 
are of the greateſt Magnitude, yetift they will for- 
ſake their evil ways, he will have Mercy upon them 
and faye them : How vain thenare thoſe deſperate Men 
of cur Age, who havibg long continued. in evil courf- 
es, 27c eccoprzged therein, by perſwadirg themſelves 
that ihere is Bo furure Account to be givea 1n anorher 
World ; which atiempr is ridiculous as well as 'dange- 
rous; fince befides the undeniable evidence of = 
Holy Scriptures, and the Divine Providence whereby 
thE World was Created aud Governed : Iris apparent 
that ſome Met of all Conditions, as Emperors, Kirg:, 
Philoſophers, Stateſmen, 8&c. "of ,a!l Reirgions and 
Opinions amongft Chriſtians, and of all Tempers, 
whether Stri& ard Serious or Looſe and Debauched 
In all Ages have lefc this great obſervation behind 
them, © That upon Experience they have found that 
* what vain Thovghrs ſoever Men may 1n the heat of 
* their Ycuth and Luft, entertain of Religion, yet 
* they will ſooner or later feel a Teſtimony which 
© God hath given into every ones Breaſt ; which will 

one day mzke them ſerious, either by the inexpref- 
* ſible Fears, Terrors atid Agonies'of a Troubled Mind, 
© or by the inconceiveable Peace, Joy.and Comfort of 
© a good Conſcience 3 and of this we have many late, 
as well as former Examples; ſore of which I ſhall 
Inſert ro manifefi the Truth thercof, 

F. St. Auſtin or Avguſtin,is a famous Inflance of Re- 
pentance, as we find very lively deſcribed in his Con- 
ffienns; In my Youth, faith he, I evenhburnt tobe 
ſati:fied ir theſe lower Pleaſures, and what was it I 
d. lighted in, but to Loye ard tobe beloved ? yea, I 

yled over it: my Forricarions and thou heldeſt thy 
peace ; then w:nered I $13]: further from thee O my 
Joy, into other and more fruitleſs ſeed-plcts of for- 


rows with a proud dej<&ednefs, and ab untyred wea-. 
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riedve(s ; but didft thou indeed hold thy peace to me? 
No ſurely, for whoſe Fut thine were the Words which 
my Mother, ops of thy Faithful Children ſang 1n my 
Ears ? Forl well remembrr fhe privately charged me, 
avd with mech eagerneſs forewarned me, Thar I 
thould not commit fimple Fornicetion, but eſpecially 
thar T fhould not defile another Mans Wife, | This 
ſcemed no better thay Womans Advice, which 1t 
wou'd be afhare for me to follow ; bur they were 
thy Counſels indeed, and I koew It por, but rat head- 
_ long with ſuch ſivp'4 blindneſs that, I was aſhamed 

amongſt my equals to be guilty of lefs impudence man 
they were, whom [ heard to boaſt mig-tily of their 
Debaucheries, and pl-rying the more, the mure heaſt- 
ly they had been; Yea, I took pleaſure in commlt- 
tipg Wickedneſs, not for the pleafure of the AR on- 
ly, but for the praiſe and credic cf it alſo ; What 1s 
worthy cf diſpraiſe if Vize be no: ? But I made my 
felt worſe than indeed 1 was thy. I might not be 
diſpraiſed; and when 1 wanted opportuity 10 Com- 
mic that Nauyhcineſs which ſhould make me as _

nocent, nor faint-hearted in being more chaſt than they: 
Bchold with what Companions I wilked the Streets of 
Babylon, and wallowed my felt in the mire of ir, asif 
I had repoſed in a Bed of Spices and moft precious 
Ointments; and my inviſible Enemy ſeduced me to the 
very center of fin, ſothat I ran injo all manner of diflo-! 
lureneſs, and praQiſed whatſoever I zffeQed ; a miſt in 
the mean time depriving my fight, O my God, of the 
brightneſs of thy Truth, Surely thy Laiv, O Lord pun- 
Tſhech Thievery, yea and this Law is fo written in our 
Hearts that Iniquity it felf cannot blot it out : For what

him to become a Cirifiian; and following his Argements for Re- 
J ligion very cloſe, Evagrius diſcourſes tothis purpote, That to him 
it ſeemed bur a meer table and deceit that the Chriftian Religion 
teachecth Men that this World ſhall have an end, and that all men 
ſhall riie again in theſe Bodies, and theit Fleſh be made immortal 
and incorruptibie, and they ſhall ſo live for ever, and ſhall receive 
the reward of all that they have done in the Body ; and that he 
that he that hath pity on the poor lendeth to the Lord. and that 
he that giverh to the poor and ncedy ſhall have Treaſure in Hea- 
| veo. ard ſhall receive an hundred fold from Chrift, rogether with 
erernal Life, Synefius aflurcd him and proved by very cogent Ar- 
guments, that theſe things were moſt certain, inſomuch that being 
eonverted thereby, he and his Family were baptized. Evagrius 
ſoon after brought Three Hundred pound in Gold to Synefws ro 
be diftributed among the poor, upon cendition' he would give hinz 
a Bill under his hand, that Jeſus Chrift would repay him in anos 
ther World, which he did accordingly ; Evagrius fel! fick not long 
after, and thinking he ſhould die ordered his Sons to pur Synefius's 
Bill into his hand ; after which he ſoon died and was buried : A» 
bout three deys after the Philoſopher. \ſcemed to appear to Sy neſius 
in the night, and to ſay to him; Come to my Sepnlicher where I 
le and take the Bill, for I have received the Dcbt and am f{atizhed 
and for thy afuranee I have written & diſcharge with my own, 
hand. The Biſhop told Evagrius's Sous what he had ſeen, tho' he 
knew nothing of' the Bill being pur ito his hand ; ſothey all go 
to the Sepulcher and opening ir, found the Bill in the Dead mans 
hand, thus ſubſcribed, Ego Evagrius, &c. IEvagrius the Philofo= 
pher, To the Holy Biſhop Synehius Greeting, 1 heve received the 
Deb: which in this paper is written with tay hand, and am fatiifled, 
neither have I any Action againſt thee tor the Gold rhat 1 gave 
thee; and by thee ro Chriſt our Saviour, Bax, Cru. the World Prefis 
{Ii Tnere was an entire Friendſhip berween Mickael Mercatus 
and Marcilus Ficinus, by reaſon of a mutable agreement in their 
Studies : It happened thet thefe two Di({courſing af the State of 
Man after Death, when they could not agiee in ſome particulars,- 
they concluded, Thar which ſotver of them two ſhould firſt Depart 
out of this Life, ſhould (if poſſible) give an Accouut to the Survi«

and*being aPerion of Ex;reordinary Parts, he ſeemed to affect 
SHmething ſingular in his Impieties, as well as Writiags, aboye 
the reach of other Men; taking all manner of pairiy to pervert 0- 
thets; nay ſo corfirmed was he in Sin, that he Lived and almoft 
Died a Martyr to it : The licenſcicuſneſs of his Tcmper, with 
-the briskneſs of hls Wir, diſpoſed him to Tove the Converſarion 
of thoſe wha divided their time berween Lewd Ations aud Irre- 
gular Mirth, and fo he came to bend his Wit and Studies to 
ſuppert thoſe ill principles of Atheiſm and-Irreligion in himſelf 
and others z An accident fell out about this:ime which confirined 
him more in theſe courſes, for going to Sea in 1665, there hap» 
pened to be in the ſame Ship Mr' Mon:ague and another Gen= 
tleman of Quality.

Montague ſaid, He was fure of it ; upon Whick the E. of Rochefs 
ter entred into an Engagement with the other Gerxlemen, not 
without Ceremonies of Religion, . (Mr. Momague refuſing it) 
That if either of them Died, he ſhould appear, and give the 0- 
ther Notice of the Future State,if chere were any ; After which in 
"a Fight with the Dutch, toward the Iatter end of the Aftion, 
the Gentleman fell on a fadden into fach a trembling rhar he 
could icarce ftand, and Mr. Montague going to hold him up, as 
they were in ezch orhers Arms, a Cannon Bullet killed him dur- . 
right, and carried away Mr, Montagues Bzlly, fo that he Died 
an hour after ; but this Gentleman never appearcd to the E, of 
Rochefter afterward, which was a great ſrare xo bim during his 
Liſe; after which be went ea to commit all iniquity with fr.

had made a Cevenant with Death, and was at an Agreement 
with Hell, and j uſt vpon the brink of them both, God to mag-

wrought ſuch an entire change on him, that he forſook all vain 
Company, and divided himſelf berween the Duties of Religion, 
and the Srudies of his Profeſſion, in the former whereof he was 
fo reguiar, that for 36 years he never once failed of goirg to 
Church on the Lords day, and though he was acquainted with 
mall ſorts of Learning, yet he ſeemed ro:have made the Study of 
Divinity the chicſeſt of all others; he was a very merciful and 
upright ſudge, and would hear no cauſes but in open Court, 
which a great Peer complained of to the King, whe bid him 
content himſelf chat he was no worſe uſed, and ſaid, He verily 
b:lieved that he would uſe himſs!fno better if he had gone to | 
ſo:licite kim ia any of bis own Cauſes ; He made it as a Rule tos 
Himfeif, That in the Adminiftration of Juſtice, he was Yatruſted 
For God, tae King and Countrey, and therefore ought to do it 
Uprigztly, Dcliberately and Refolutely ; and yet was much 
eoncerned that though it was his duty to ſerve in the Office he 
Was c2liz6 to, yer was it a great contumer of that little time we 
Have ljere, which Re thought might be better ſpentin a pioug 
— Lif:, and @ due Proviſion for Eternity, J. Haleg
